and indus- 
trial production in Europe. 
But where are the ships? We can. 
perhaps, buy some of foreigners and 
place them under American registry, 
but they must be bought outright and 
under conditions that leave no room 
for suspicion that the change of own- 
ership is not a temporary shift to es- 
cape the perils of war. but they are 
all engaged in coastwise and , lake 
traffic, and cculd not well be spared 
for over-sea business. 
The long-standing neglect 
of the 
American merchant 
marine is a re- 
proach, says the American Econom- 
ist. 
Some pretense of better things 
was made in providing for a reduc- 
tion of 5 percent in tariff duties on 
merchandise brought to this country 
in American ships. But that feature 
of the Underwood law has been prac- 
tically repealed by the 
decision of 
the treasury department that it shall 
not eo into effect. It was at best a 
poor shift, as it aimed at a further 
reduction of tariff duties already re- 
duced below the protective point and 
amounted to a very small Inducement 
to patroniie American ships. 
To be effective 
a discriminating 
duty shold add to, not subtract from, 
existing tariff rates. Under the pros- 
ent free-trade policy of lowering du-. 
ties by so trifling a sum as 5 percent 
there is small Inducement for Amer- 
ican capital to buy foreign ships as a 
permanent investment-.

Today our ships carry less 
than 8 percent. The addition of 10 
percent was protective. Th« reduc- 
tion of 5 percent is 
non-protective. 
Restore the former protective policy 
of an added 10 per cent and the prob 
lem of restoring our merchant mariae 
would be speedily solved by fie 
wholesale Investment of 
American 
capital in building American ships In 
American shipyards with 
American 
abor and materials. That Is the only 
right solution. It was the solution 
so successfully devised by the first 
congress In the following section of 
he bill passed Aturust 10. 1790: 
Section 2. And be It further enact- 
ed. that an addition of ten p«r centum 
shall be made to the several rates of 
duties above specified and Imposed.

Breakfast Eggs—Boil eggs hard, re- 
move the shells and cut them in small 
pieces or chop them coarsely,

Make 
a cup of white sauce with a table- 
spoon each of butter and flour, cooked 
together until they bubble and a half 
pint of milk, atirred with ftese until 
he sauce is smooth and thick. Season 
to taste with salt and butter, add the 
chopped eggs and pour on rounds or 
squares of toast. Serve hot. 
Epicurean Eggs—Make a cupful of 
white sauce, and when it is thick and 
smooth add to it four tablespoonfuls 
of rated cheese. Stir until this is 
melted and then pour a quarter of it 
Into a buttered nappy and thus fill four 
nappies. Into each one of these break 
an egg, sprinkle with salt and pepper 
and put into the oven until the eggs 
are set.
